It is to he hoped that the Mayor will 
not call a meeting of citizens to arrangt 
for a Fourth of July celebration. 
The 
Trustees should do as is annually done in 
San Francisco; set aside such a sunt of 
money for the purposes of the celebration 
as they deem tit; then name—say 100— 
citizens as a committee to carry out tit 
celebration. 
This is far hotter than to 
trust to the chance of a called meeting. 
These “ calls,” with rare exceptions, are 
jueagerly responded to. We have attended 
not less than ten of these in Sacramento in 
the last twelve years, and with the excep­ 
tion of the Centennial year there has al­ 
ways been experienced great difficulty in 
getting citizens to attend, and greater dif­ 
ficulty still to induce them to work. 
A 
few “ standbys” always come, and can be 
relied upon; the men interested in con­ 
tracts are always there; the fireworks men 
are invariably represented; the Mayor is 
there, of course, hut nearly always with 
“ protest” and “ bored,” plainly written 
upon his countenance; but rarely indeed 
are these meetings what they should lie. 
Let us lie honest with ourselves and con­ 
fess to each other the tru th —this begging 
about the streets for pitiful sums for cele­ 
brations that should spring unhidden from 
the enthusiasm and patriotism of Ameri­ 
cans, is a bore, and no man ever yet served 
in the capacity of a collector of this kind, 
who has not vowed in his secret sou! never 
to do it again. 
Die ardor of the collection and execu­ 
tive committeemen is invariably cooled 
soon after they enter upon their tasks, by

Let us own that it is a 
low and vulgar spirit when taken in con­ 
nection with a celebration that should 
be wholly, purely patriotic.

dren will not he deceived bv any sham 
patriotism. The idea of connecting busi ­ 
ness and trade and gain with a national 
celebration, the thought and sentiment of 
which should he as free from güilo tes the 
infant soul, is abhorrent; is insulting to 
the memory of the patriot fathers who 
sacrificed and fought and endured pain, hu­ 
miliation, poverty, loss of property, station 
and often life to give to us a heritage fairer 
and better and richer than ever descended 
to any people. 
The idea of stimulating trade and in­ 
creasing gains and enlarging enterprises 
and extending eoinrrerce and all that, is 
right, proper and te he 'encouraged when 
related to public demonstrations gotten up 
for the very purpese of inviting the people 
to the city, or, indeed, of luring them to 
the citv with the hope of securing material 
advantages by their visit. 
We should 
have more demonstrations of th a t char­ 
ter—there is profit 
in 
them, as 
St. 
Louis, Baltimore and New Orleans have 
proved. 
But in the name of a t least the 
form of patriotism, let its preserve the an­ 
niversary of the liirth of the republic-from 
the taint of the shop. 
In saying this we have not the slightest 
intention of suggesting any doubt of the 
patriotism of the merchants and tradesmen. 
< in the contrary, we have Teason to believe 
that they agree with 
the expressions 
herein contained. 
We know them to he a 
loyal, liberty-loving, 
open-handed 
and 
free-hearted people, to he just as deeply at­ 
tached to the principles of a republican 
form of government as are any men. 
The 
trouble is that they have for years been 
ridden by a conventionality, and have al 
ways been restive under it. They have 
been, year after year, assessed for tl 
Fourth of July celebration without regard 
to a wise distribution of the tax. 
They 
know this, every man of them. The non­ 
resident property-owner and the small tax­ 
payer contributes nothing to these cele­ 
brations except the money is taken from 
the public treasury. 
Front that source it 
should come, attd the whole of it. The 
burden will then be equally distributed. 
The whole people interested will contrib­ 
ute to it, and it will be in every sense 
the people’s celebration. 
Let us have done witli the inequality 
of the past, and hereafter makeour Fourth 
of July celebrations city observances—paid 
for by- a tax collected, not at haphazard 
and by wearisome and half the time 
humiliating and coercive solicitation, but 
raised as are other taxes and bearing with 
some degree of equality upon all the peo­ 
ple. 
< >f course the “ Fourth” should he ob­ 
served; the R ecord-I xiox permits no one 
to outdo it in patriotic observances. 
It is 
a matter of sincerity with it, and one 
purely sentimental. 
It believes in the re­ 
public and in the duty and privilege of 
annually reviving at the altar of the 
country’s natal day the fires of devotion 
to the principles of tree government. But, 
as we said some days ago, there is no need 
this year to raise or expend a large sum of 
money. 
We can have a thoroughly good 
celebration without the annual row over 
fireworks. Prescott declares that historv 
proves as peoples take delight in pyrotech­ 
nic displays their forms of government 
become enervate and decay. 
Honestly, we 
believe we shall gain by utter abandon­ 
ment of these pyrotechnic displays—at 
least such as we have been compelled to 
put up with because of inability to expend 
a sum necessary to command a first-class 
exhibition. 
One skilled a sa Marshal of processions 
writes to us to say that the Recobd- 
L N t O N s suggestion of afine military and 
rivic procession is feasible beyond ques­ 
tion—that is, for the bare cost of music. 
I.et us, then, have the procession—an old- 
fashioned and hearty gathering of the 
people—an eloquent speaker to deliver a 
fitting oration, suitable music, the reading 
of that charter of our liberties, the Dec­ 
laration of Independence, a poem and 
any other literarv exercises. 
Let us re­ 
fuse to raise a cent for hackmen or deco­ 
rators, paper balloon 
men or “ float ” 
builders, secretaries or regalia, fanciful 
and worthless invitations, and a host of 
like expensive attachments to the present 
style of celebration. 
If possible, let the 
Trustees take the money from the public 
funds and name the citizens to disburse it.

0. on the "Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific 
Railroad, arrived here to-day an hour and 
a half late, in charge 0 : a madman. Outof 
twelve or fifteen men officers and citizens, 
who finally secured him, one officer is 
dead, shot through the body, another 
probably fatally wounded, several citizens 
injured, and the Ir.natic himself lies in the 
County Hospital mortally wounded, with 
three bullets in him. 
Shortly hetore 110011 
to-day the station policeman at the Wa­ 
bash, St. Louis and Pacific depot, on Polk 
street, received the following dispatch : 
Chems.v (111.), M ay 31-t.

1 lmvo an insane m an 011 m y train, w ho has

The "police at K ansas 
City, Jacksonville and Peoria were all afraid to 
take him . Please send ten or twelve policemen 
out on No. 1 to take him w hen we arrive in 
Chicago.

No. 6 , w hich left Kansas City last night, 
was due here at 2:50 p. m . There was a diffi­ 
culty in starting out No. 1 as directed in the 
dispatch, and it was decided to meet the 
train at the depot. Light uniformed police­ 
men and four in citizens’ clothes, under 
command of Lieutenant Laugh, made up 
the squad, which arrived at the depot ten 
minutes before the train was due. The 
train being delayed, as was subsequently 
learned, by ineffectual efforts to catch the 
lunatic, the police were forced to wait more 
than an hour.

A little later No. fi ap­ 
peared in sight, and the police, separating 
so as to form two squads, awaited her ar­ 
rival 011 either side of the track. As the 
train approached the whistle sounded a 
number of warning notes it) quick succes­ 
sion, and people hanging half way out of 
the car windows were seen to gesticulate 
wildly to the crowd. 
Before the train 
had come to a stand-still a dozen passen­ 
gers jumped to the ground and lied, look­ 
ing back, with blanched faces. Officer Bar­ 
rett was the first to observe the lunatic. 
Barrett was standing near the end of the 
smoking-car, and the madman, with a 
leveled revolver, glared at hint from the 
front platform of the chair-car, the length 
of one car distant. 
Barrett turned half 
round and stopped instantly, but too late, 
fora ball from the lunatic’s revolver struck 
him iti the side, and in five minutes he was 
dead. One look at the maniac was enough 
to satisfy anv one that while his am m uni­ 
tion lasted lie would not to taken alive. 
Seeing this, the officers, after removing 
their wounded comrade, began a fusillade 
through the windows of the smoking-car, 
where the madman hail taken refuge. 
After a minute or two he plunged out upon 
the platform, fired a couple of shots into the 
crowd, leaped from the train and dashed 
down Fourth avenue. Officer Laughlin 
started ¡11 hot pursuit, and at him the 
lunatic fired the last shot in his weapon, 
but without effect. The maniac stopped 
there and awaited Lauglilin’s coming with 
gleaming eyes and frothing mouth. They 
clinched, when the officer tripped his pris­ 
oner and they both fell, the madman beat­ 
ing Laughlin unmercifully on the head 
with liis revolver. The officer was in citi­ 
zen's clothes, and was 
set upon and 
terribly pounded by an excited colored 
man, 
who 
mistook 
the 
officer 
for 
the prisoner. 
The rest of the squad 
arrived shortly and the maniac was se­ 
cured. lie was taken first to a cell and 
then to the hospital to have his wounds 
dressed. When he realized that further 
resistance was useless, the prisoner grew 
ealra, and stud, quite rationally, that his 
name was Louis Reatnne; that lie was 33 
years old, and was on route to his home ¡11 
Detroit from Denver. The train men of 
No. U tell a thrilling story of the trip from 
Kansas City. When the man boarded the 
train'at that place he remarked that people 
were after l int to lynch him, and that if 
left alone lie would molest no one. At El 
I’aso, III., lie became violent, and with 
revolver in hand ordered the train men to 
cease making some changes in the make-up 
of the train. The passengers all left the 
chair car. which the madman made his 
headquarters, and were locked into the 
others. No one dared approach the lunatic, 
and after he had exchanged several shots 
with the City Marshal he ordered the train 
to proceed, and from there to Chicago his 
w ill was the only law obeyed.

Kansas. Iowa. Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
Dakota, together with a very accurate and 
recent summary from the Pacific coast 
region, has been carefully prepared, and the 
information is believed to be the most ex­ 
haustive and the latest that has yet been 
obtained, and foreshadows the State and 
Government reports. 
In summing up the 
detailed reports, the Jlcrictv says: The 
gloomiest views which have been advanced 
concerning the winter wheat outlook for 
18.85 must now be accepted as most accu­ 
rate. The promising conditions of 1.8.84 
have this season been completely reversed. 
The absolute uniformity of the returns in­ 
dicates that the outlook for winter-sown 
wheat this year is tiie worst in ten years, 
and it may be now set down as positive 
that under the most favoring conditions the 
total winter and spring wheat yield is to 
fall considerably under the shoit crop of 
1881, when the total product was 380,000,­ 
000 bushels.

INTELLIGENCE. 


Ex-Mayor Harclehhergh Dead. 
At 6s30 p. m. Saturday General James R. 
Hardenbergh, one of the pioneers of this 
State, died at his residence, 120 East Four­ 
teenth street, Oakland, of congestion of the 
lungs. For some days past lie had been 
suffering from an asthmatic affection, but 
no fears of a fatal termination were enter­ 
tained until Thursday evening, when con­ 
gestion set in, and all hopes of saving his 
life were reluctantly given up. General 
Hardenbergh was born in New Brunswick, 
N. J., in January, 1814, and graduated at 
Rutgers College. He studied law for some 
years in his father’s office, Hut. although 
admitted to the bar, never practiced the 
profession. 
In 
the summer of 
1849 
he 
left 
his 
Eastern 
home 
to try 
his 
fortunes 
in 
the 
gold 
fields 
of this State. He arrived in San Francisco 
early in the fall. He commenced business 
as a merchant in Sacramento in August, 
1S49. The house was known under the 
style of Hardenbergh & Co. It remained 
so until May, 1854, when it was changed to 
that of Hardenbergh A Henarie. 
This 
firm purchased the Orleans Hotel, where 
the W hittier A Fuller building now stands, 
in February, 1852, and conducted the hotel 
until its destruction by fire in November 
of the same year. Mr. Hardenbergh’s in­ 
dividual loss by that fire amounted to 
$102,000. The firm immediately rebuilt the 
hotel, and the following year disposed of 
it to J. B. Bidleman. 
In April, 1850, lie was elected a member 
of the City Council, and remained in that 
office until May, 1851. He presided over 
its deliberations, through many stormy de­ 
bates, with a fairness and impartiality tiiat 
won for him the respect and esteem of all. 
In consequence of injuries received by 
Mayor Bigelow in one of the squatter 
riots, and which afterwards caused his 
death. Mr. Hardenbergh was called upon 
to discharge the arduous and frequently 
unthankful duties of that office from 
August 1st to December 15th, 1 -50. Dur­ 
ing this period the city was visited by that 
most terrible scourge, the cholera, bringing 
with it all the concomitant horrors that 
attend an epidemic among a gregarious 
population unprepared for contagion, and 
making no calculations for misfortunes of 
any kind, which materially enhanced the 
burden that naturally attaches itself to 
the office. 
It was 
at this time that 
the first 
levee was constructed. 
The 
entire duties of supervising this enter­ 
prise devolved upon him, he being the 
Chairman of the committee appointed by 
the Council to superintend its erection. In 
May¿1851, he was elected to a n d h eld th e 
office of Mayor until April, 1852. He was 
re-elected by a handsome majority of his 
fellow-citizens to the same office in April, 
1853. During ids second term the old 
water works were erected, streets filled up, 
graded and planked, I ¡-street levee con­ 
structed, and parts of the old levee strength­ 
ened. It was at this time that there was a 
strong effort made to have the seat of Gov­ 
ernment removed from Benicia to Sacra­ 
mento. Mr. Hardenbergh was at the head 
of this movement, and to his efforts more 
than all others is Sacramento indebted for 
the State Capitol. Mr. Hardenbergh for 
many years was proprietor of the St. 
George Hotel, and also was Postmaster for 
a long time. 
In ISfil he removed to San Francisco, 
and in partnership with Mr. Dyer, con­ 
ducted the Russ House for several years. 
In 1874 he removed to Oakland, and built 
a handsome residence on East Fourteenth 
street, where he continued to reside with 
bis family until bis death. He had been 
permanently identified with the Republican 
party in California, and tor some time held 
the position of United States Surveyor- 
General. 
Subsequently he received the 
appointment of Statistician in the Mint, a 
position he continued to hold up to the 
present time. 
The following dispatch wassentfrom this 
city last evening: 
St pfto .. San Franrisoo Pioyi€crs: Should the 
remains of Mr. Hatxieubergh be brought to Sac­ 
ramento, inform me, ami the -Sacramento Socie­ 
ty will tak e charge, if agreeable to deceased’s 
family.

The remains will arrive here for inter­ 
ment on the 11:25 a. m. train to-morrow. 


Fatal Accident to Conductor Exos.— 
(’onductor Leroy Enos, who left the city at 
1:40 r. m. yesterday, in charge of freight 
train No. ti for the Bay, met with a fatal 
accident between Webster and Davisvillc. 
Just how it occurred is not known, but it 
is surmised that lie was walking from one 
end of the train to the other, and, while 
descending from a box car to fiat, slipped 
and fell, six cars passing over him. Oncof 
the brakt men. who was sitting in the ca­ 
boose, notices! a number of Chinamen in a 
field near the road 
pointing excitedly 
toward the truck, and just then the caboose 
jolted a little and he heard a groan. Look­ 
ing back he saw a man’s body lying on the 
track, and recognized it as that of the con­ 
duct r 
He quickly applied the automatic 
brake, which stopped the train almost im- 
inediaif.y. and it was then backed up to 
where the itnl. rtunate man lay. He was 
found to he alive but shockingly hurt. 
They conveyed him to Davisvillc, where 
he was made as comfortable as possible at 
the Lilian! House, everything possible be­ 
ing done for him, but death resulted in 
about two hours and a half. Justice O’Neal 
bold an inquest, the verdict being that the 
dealh was the nsitilt ot an accident for 
which no one was t.. blame. The remains 
were brought to Sacramento, the Brother­ 
hood of Locomotive Firemen, of which he 
was a member, having them in charge and 
will probably be forwarded to Oakland to­ 
morrow, or after bis brother arm es front 
Winnenmcca. The lelt leg of the deceased 
was crushed from the foot to the groin, and 
the left arm from the hand to the shoulder. 
The right foot was crushed and nearly cut 
off. Mr. Enos b-aves a wife and little child, 
six weeks old. residing i:i Oakland, 
lie 
was a man much thought of by his fellow- 
employes and all acquaintances.

DECORATION DAY. 


M e m o ria l 
Sen d e e s — D eco ratin g 
tho 
Graves of D ep arted Sold iers. 
The memorial exercises in this city on 
Saturday last were a credit to our people. 
Business generally was suspended, and 
bunting displayed at half-mast from almost 
every flagstaff in the city. A large number 
of people were here from the surrounding 
country, and the people from the neighbor­ 
ing towns contributed flowers for decorating 
purposes. The day was quite warm, the 
long march fatiguing. The route of pro­ 
cession was from Tenth and M streets to 
Ninth, to K, to Second, to J, to Tenth, and 
tiience to the City Cemetery. 
1 he line was 
formed in the following order: J latoon 
of uniformed police, under command ot 
Captain J. D. Kent: First Artillery Band; 
detachment of Sacramento Hussars on foot: 
companies of the First Artillery Regiment, 
under command of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Guthrie: drum corps: Sumner I’ost and 
Warren Post, G. A. K., with «appropriate 
banners; Grand Army Cadets, under com­ 
mand of Captain H. G. Williams, a com­ 
pany of youths, sons of veterans, wearing 
red, white and blue caps, white jackets, and 
all carrying handsome bouquets ; veterans 
in carriages; city and county officials. 
The Ladies’ Relief Corps was also rep­ 
resented 
in 
carriages, 
as 
was 
also 
a number 
of Mexican Veterans. 
At 
the entrance to the cemetery the military 
divided, open ranks, ami the Grand Army 
filed between and within the gates of the 
city of the dead. Thousands of people 
were assembled at the cemetery, and each 
one bore a floral tribute. A very large as­ 
semblage had gathered around the Grand 
Army plat. The large granite monument 
at the head of the plat was handsomely 
draped in national colors, with wreaths of 
roses and other flowers. The ceremony of 
strewing the graves with flowers was par­ 
ticipated in by hundreds, and, while some 
graves were elaborately bedecked, none 
were neglected. 
During the decorating 
ceremony a detachment of Company B 
fired a salute of fifteen guns. 
After the graves had been decorated the 
procession again formed, marched back to 
the city, and, upon reaching Tenth and M 
streets, disbanded.

Valensin vs. Velensin. 
The hearing of the divorce case. Valen­ 
sin vs. Valensin, was resumed in Depart­ 
m ent Two of the Superior Court before 
Judge McFarland Saturday morning. 
Mr. Valensin, who was on the stand for 
several hours Friday, resumed testifying. 
le said that for some years prior to his 
marriage he had an allowance of $200 per 
month, or ?2,lo0 per annum. This, how­ 
ever, he claimed was inadequate to defray 
his expenses, for he managed to spend 
more than twice that amount each year. 
At the tim e of his marriage he owned two 
fine carriages and three very valuable 
horses. 
After bis marriage he received 
280.000 francs, but was only allowed to use 
the income irom it. amounting to some 
10.000 francs per annum. After his first 
trip to California his income was increased, 
but of course the increase of income natu­ 
rally made a decrease in the value of tiie 
estate. Witness said that Mrs. Valensinat 
the time of their marriage had 


NO MONEY OF ANY CONSEQUENCE 
That he knew of, and he did not receive 
any from her at that time. Witness said 
that Ú was an understanding between him ­ 
self and bis wife at the time of their mar­ 
riage that their combined means should be 
thrown into one common purse, and they 
would live up to it. About two years after 
their marriage, and when Pio was about 
one year old, Mrs. Valensin received the 
first remittance from her father, which 
was $1,000. When Mrs. McCauley left them 
in Europe, sin promised that on'iier return 
to America she would insist on Mr. Mc­ 
Cauley doing what was right, so far as re­ 
mittances were concerned, and see that 
Mrs. Valensin received regular remittances 
commensurate with her income. One time, 
while in straitened circumstances, Mrs! 
Valensin drew a draft on her father for 
$1,000, which he refused to honor, claiming 
that he was not acquainted with any such 
party. At that time the young couple were 
in Switzerland, and Mrs. Valensin felt 
deeply mortified when the check was re­ 
turned to her dishonored. (Tiie protested 
draft was exhibited in Court and offered in 
evidence, togetin r with lettei- from Mrs. 
Valensin to her father upon ti.a: subject) 
Witness said that, failing to get proper 
returns from Mrs. Valensin’s investnuius, 
they decided to come toAmerieu at once 
and look after her proper;v interests, tin 
their trip to America they ha 1 two servants 
and a dog. The latter w:is a verv fine ani­ 
mal, of the St. Bernard breed, and lor which 


H E HAD A STANDING O FFER OF $1,000. 
On their return to Europe the dog was 
taken back, whorehedied some vears'since. 
Witness said that previous to their leaving 
Europe for America he and his wife had 
never had the least misunderstanding or 
quarrel. He said so far as the promise of 
being married by a priest was concerned, 
Mrs. Valensin had never insisted that he 
hud made such a promise until a few days 
prior to her departure for Santa Cruz lust 
y ear. 
Witness said when he left Europe for 
America he had belonging to him individ­ 
ually $4,000—and that he did not then, or 
at any previous or subsequent lime, offer 
for sale or sell any of Mrs. Valensiu’s 
dresses. He remembered that Mrs. Valen­ 
sin did, on one occasion, in San Francisco, 
sell to Mrs. Senator Jones a dress for$l,00o! 
It was a velvet dress trimmed with furs, 
and originally cost in the neighborhood of 
$500. 
Mrs. Valensin thought it a good 
trade to sell a dress that had been worn 
one season for double what it cost when 
new. 
Witness* was under the impression 
that Mrs. Valensin 
NEVER PAID THE DRESSMAKER 
For tiie dress, originally, so she really, in 
that case, was a tul 1 $1,000 ahead. Tiie 
money received from Mrs. Jones was given 
to witness, who was at that time in very 
straitened 
circumstances, 
as was 
also 
$800 more realized from a mortgage of 
Mrs. Valensin’s property, in order to pay 
their passage back to Europe. After Mrs. 
Vatensin’s trip to America her income of 
$300 per month came very regularly. On his 
return to Italy witness went to speculating 
in horses.and soon sunk 33,000 francs. This, 
together with the $6.000 that it took to de­ 
fray their expenses to America and back, 
made quite a hole in his exchequer. 
Wit­ 
ness said in 1870 he was in England for 
several weeks. While there he received 
about three letters a week Irom his wife. 
\< irness then read translated copies of a 
number of those letters, which were just 
such communications a husband would 
expect to receive from an intelligent, lov 
nig and educated wife.) 
At noon the Court adjourned to 10 a . m . 
1 uesday.

A Sad an d T ra g ic D ea th . 
The very sad and tragic death of Miss 
May Pinkham , only daughter of Dr. and 
Mrs. Charles E. Pinkham, of this city, 
which occurred last Saturday at Rocklin, 
was so sudden and shocking that the news 
startled every one, and elicited universal 
expressions of sorrow and sympathy. Mrs. 
Pinkham left Sacramento on Saturday 
morning, accompanied by her two chil­ 
dren—May, nearly 14 years of age, and 
son, about 11—with a view of making a 
three months’ visit at the Fast with her 
aged parents, who have been waiting anx­ 
iously their expected coming. They joined 
a party here, who had made up in San 
Francisco a special ear of excursionists, 
and were going through together. 
Just before the train reached Rocklin, a 
jástol shot was heard in the water closet of 
the car, and immediately May Pinkham, 
who was reclining upon a pillow in a seat 
some twelve feet away, and in the row of 
seats on the opposite side of the car, ex­ 
claimed “ O hl” and at once turned deathly 
pale and unconscious. 
It was at first sup­ 
posed that the.report of the pistol—but 
which was not very distinctly heard as tiie 
cars were in motion—had frightened her, 
and that she had fainted. Water was im­ 
mediately brought, but Mrs. Pinkham . in 
putting her hand under the side of her 
daughter, at the chest, to raise her up, 
found blood flowing upon her hand, 
and, with a shriek of agony, told the terri­ 
ble fact, saying : “ Oh, she’s killed ! “ All 
the passengers in the car eagerly gathered 
around the prostrate form, striving in their 
helplessness to render some aid. At this mo­ 
ment the train reached Rocklin, and phy­ 
sicians were hastily summoned anil came. 
An examination showed that a bullet had 
penetrated the breast and caused death in­ 
stantly. it was a terrible tragedy, striking 
like a thunderbolt out of a clear sky, and 
the shock of which not only nearly"para­ 
lyzed the mother and remaining child, but 
appalled every passenger. 
As 
soon 
as 
the 
first 
burst 
of 
excitement liad passed, attention 
was 
hurriedly turned to the source from which 
the deatllv missile came, and to ascertain 
who had committed the deed. Upon going 
there no one was found in the closet, and 
it was the belief and assertion of all the 
passengers in tHe car, so far as expressions 
were made, that no one had come out of 
the 
closet 
door 
after the pistol re­ 
port 
was 
heard. 
< )u 
an 
examina­ 
tion 
being 
made 
it 
was 
discovered 
that a 
pistol 
shot 
had 
been 
fired 
from 
the 
inside, 
the 
ball 
passing 
thiough a soft wood panel in the parti­ 
tion, about one-fourth of an inch thick, 
and from thence executed its iatal work. 
The bullet hole in the panel was a little 
more than waist high, and powder was 
blown into the wood around it. 
The 
bight and location of it was such, that it 
was generally believed that the person who 
shot the pistol or revolver was. examining 
it, and probably revolving the cylinder or 
cocking the weapon (as is so frequently 
done in looking at pocket firearms), when 
it was unintentionally discharged. It would 
seem that there is no possible theory 
by which it ciin be supposed the shot was 
lired intentionally, for the purpose of in­ 
juring anyone, as the party who lired the 
shot could not have seen from inside of the 
closet any person in the car. No one 
seemed to know at the time who he was, 
but it subsequently was ascertained tbat lie 
was a German, a carpenter bv occupation, 
was from Petaluma, and on his way East, 
but belonged in another car. W hether he 
came out the door or jumped through the 
window in the closet is not known, but bis 
hat was dropped, and in jum ping from 
the 
train while in 
motion lie 
evi­ 
dently fell and cut his head, causing the 
blood" to flow freely. He immediately ran 
down the track to the rear of the train 
and made his escape, perhaps 
from 
seeing 
what 
he 
hail 
done 
and 
fearing too well-earned punishment and 
retribution. Senator Filcher and others 
who were in the lookout of the caboose 
when he was running away, saw his bloody 
condition, and noticed tbat as he ran lie 
kept looking back, as if fearing pursuers, 
and finally dropped down behind a big 
rock. Just as he thus disappeared, a re­ 
port came through the ear that a woman 
bail been shot, and immediately Mr. Fil- 
clier and one or two others ran back to 
capture the man, but he bad made good bis 
escape, as far as could be seen. 
Detective Burke and Deputy Sheriff 
Kennedy, who came on the Colfax train 
from Sacramento, at once took a team and 
entered upon 
a search for the flee­ 
ing man. They soon learned that he was 
seen running bareheaded thiough a hay 
field 
in 
the 
«lirection 
of 
Lincoln. 
Dispatches 
were 
sent 
to the various 
stations for watcli to be kept, and all steps 
possible taken to secure his apprehension, 
but up to last night his whereabouts were 
not known. 
His pistol, a small live-bar­ 
relled one. was found near the switch be­ 
low Rocklin, 'an d it was learned, also, 
where be procured a hat, claiming to have 
lost his from the cars, but this is as far as 
the search has resulted in knowledge con­ 
cerning him. 
As soon as the sail fact of the homicide 
was known, Superintendent W right or­ 
dered that the car upon which it occurred 
be detached and remain at Rocklin till an 
investigation could be made. The remains 
were transferred to the ladies’ waiting- 
room in the depot. A dispatch was sent to 
Dr. I’inkham,who was in .Sacramento, and 
the 11:55 a. m. or Colfax train was held 
litre until lie was found and taken upon it. 
By an error in the dispatch to Superintend­ 
ent Wright, caused by the excitement at 
Rocklin, and the information furnished 
there, it was at first stated that it was Mrs. 
Pinkham who was shut, hut this was cor­ 
rected upon arrival of the train at Rose­ 
ville. 
Upon arriving at Rocklin, the agent was 
kindly 
instructed 
by 
Superintendent 
Wright to furnish an engine and special 
car to bring back the remains of the de­ 
ceased at once, but, under the law. an in­ 
quest was required to be held before the

Stafford and Dr. Schoreniuan, of Rocklin, 
showed that the ball, which entered the 
center of the chest, passed directly through 
the heart, and lodged in the back. The 
Coroner’s jury found that “ death was 
cau'»d by a bullet from a pistol in the 
hands of some person unknown.” 
The special train, bringing the remains 
and llie grief-stricken family to the city, 
arrived at about 7 r. m., and the body of 
the loved daughter was sadly returned to 
the home from whence she had started in 
the morning, with bright hopes, upon a 
journey to her former home at the Fast,

from

tional Church, of which the deceased was 
a member.

Gar­ 
nett. in w hich th e view s of th e ex-0onfed- 
erate P re sid e n t are given on th e political 
situation an d o th er m atters. 
l>r. G arn ett 
says: 
In the course o f our conversation 
Jefferson D avis alluded to th e p o litical con­ 
d itio n o f th e co u n try by saying th a t he 
knew n o th in g o f th e present E xecutive, 
an d he had n o t yet progressed far enough 
w ith his ad m in istratio n for h im to form an 
opinion. 
H e seem ed satisfied w ith the 
m em bers oi th e C abinet selected from the 
S outh, b u t was no t disposed, I th o u g h t, to 
e n tertain a very hopeful view o f o u r fu­ 
ture, as lie said th e respect, love an d ven­ 
eration for th e C onstitution w hich an i­ 
m ated th e citizens of th e U nited States be­ 
fore th e w ar had now departed from our 
people, an d th a t system o f governm ent 
erected hv o u r forefathers existed only in 
nam e. 
H e th o u g h t there w ere elem ents of 
disintegration a n d d isru p tio n at w ork in 
ou r m id st w h ich could o nly be restrain ed 
an d h eld in check by I orce; that th e u n d er­ 
ly in g a n d fun d am en tal principles upon 
w hich our system o f governm ent was 
erected, an d upon w hich th e C onstitution 
as it w as before th e w ar rested, w ere fast 
becom ing obsolete, forgotten by old m en 
an d never learned by th e young; th a t u n d er 
th e ru le o f R epublicanism d u rin g th e w ar 
an d subsequent to it the C onstitution w as 
m ad e a rope o f sand, an d th at w hile this 
party of so-called liberal ideas w as pro­ 
claim ing universal freedom an d eq u ality on 
one h an d they w ere tearing dow n an d 
blotting- out th e very safeguards an d de­ 
fenses w hich alone u n d er o u r form o f gov­ 
ern m en t could secure it to them .

vessels w ere en tirely u n arm ed .” 
“ D id you refer to th e rep o rt th at a p eti­ 
tion w as to he presented in Congress in his 
b eh alf?” asked th e reporter. 
" I asked him if it w ere tru e," responded 
th e doctor, “ th a t he h a d au th o rized an y 
petition to he presented to th e Federal a u ­ 
thorities to have iiis disabilities rem oved. 
H e replied very em phatically in th e nega­ 
tive. an d added th at h e had w ritten an 
open letter to th e a u th o r o f th a t petition, 
calling his a tten tio n to th a t fact. 
H e said 
he at all tim es had been perfectly w illing 
to undergo a trial, if th e G overnm ent 
th o u g h t proper to bring on such issue, pro ­ 
vided !u was tried strictly u n d er the pro­ 
visions o f th e C onstitution.”
